Au importance which relatively few per- 
sons are aware of attaches to an expedi- 
tion which has just gone to Chili from 
the Lick Observatery in California. Its 
object is to find out whither we are all 


bound, says Garrett P. Servies in Col- 
Her's Weekly. 

Everybody has heard that the Solar 
System is flying swiftly toward the 
north. It is a plunging filght that carries 
us more than 43,000 miles straight through 
the ether every hour of the day and 
night. It is a motion that has nothing 
to do with the earth's annual revolution 
about the sun, except as it prevents that 
revolution from oarrying the earth back 
turn and turn to the same spot in space. 

In truth, we never get back to the same 
place. Every new year comes in with the 
giobe at a point more than 200,000,000 miles 
nearer to a very bright northern star 
named Vega, than it was a year earlier. 
As far as the evidence now in hand goes, 
the flight of the sun toward the north ‘s 
as straight as that of an arrow, but the 
path described by the earth, since it e 
compelled all the while to eircle round and 
round the flying sun, is a great spiral.

Chicago writer, is the story 

of a painter who sacrifices tie Happiness 

and the life of his wife to his ambition as 
an artist. 

Apparently a Faust bargain has been 
made by the artist, Kirk Thayer, for the 
opening of the story finds him without a 
soul, For his chef d'envre a model beyond 
the ordinary standards of the studie nymph 
ia required. Thayer's closest friend, Hilda 
Davenport, the wife of an absent scientist, 
shares his desire for the success of the 
picture, but refuses to pose.
